January 20, 2015

Guests: 


1. Call to order (Murray KAMHM): The meeting was called to order at 7:05 pm. There was a quorum present. 
2. Approval of minutes (Murray K4MHM): The minutes of the November meeting were approved. 
3. Vice President’s report (Tom N4TL): The January presentation will be scheduled for later in the year. 


4. Treasurer’s report (Greg KE4PAX): Greg reported that RARS has 341 members. There was a review of the 
budget and we are on target. If anyone has questions regarding the clubs financial status, they should contact 
Greg KE4PAX or Murray K4MHM directly. Greg reported that there is a web site, http://www. guidestar.org/, 
which provides details on nonprofits. Potential donors can obtain information about RARS via this site, as well 
as make donations. There is also a link for individuals to write personal reviews of RARS. Greg updates the 
GuideStar information as needed - http://www.guidestar.org/organizations/56-2148098/raleigh-amateur-radio- 
society.aspx . 


5. Secretary’s report (Bob K4YXM): Bob K4YXM reminded the board that the minutes are a brief summary of 
what was discussed or presented, not a transcript. If someone requires additional information they should make 
direct contact with the individual making the report. 


6. Directors/Committee reports: 
a. Immediate Past President (C.J. NC4CJ): No report. 


b. Director at large (Bill AK4BL): No report. 


c. Director at large Raymond (KK400Q): Raymond (KK400Q) reported what happened at the 
cancelled January meeting. There were approximately 15 people in attendance. They broke into 
small groups and had sort of a free form meeting. The idea of having a “free form” or 
programmed meeting was discussed. 


d. Education Director (Murray K4MHM): There are two additional instructors (for Technician 
Class) getting “up to speed”. Once they are available, Mike will concentrate on General Class 
and Amateur Extra Class classes. A schedule for 2015 is being developed. Murray is looking for 
someone to take over the New Ham Group. 


e. Public Service Director (John AI4RT): Report via e-mail states the only scheduled event is 
Odyssey of The Mind. 
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f. Public Information Officer Charles (KM4AMT): Work on a stamp is being finalized. He is working 
on a QRC code and special URL for the brochure. Charles is working with Hank as necessary. 
Given the work Hank is doing to work out web site programming, Charles has temporarily halted 
further web page work. 


g. ARRL Liaison (Chuck K4HF): Chuck stated that due to the success of the2014 contests, the ARRL 
is considering additional contests for 2015. 


h. ARRL NC Section Manager (Karl W4CHX): The current ARRL Roanoke Division Director is 
retiring and has resigned from his position. Look for a replacement to be named within a day or so.

NC Section. 


i. BSA Coordinator (Charles KM4AMT): Charles and Murray are continuing to participate in the local 
BSA Council’s S.T.E.M. Committee. The next committee meeting is middle of February. Murray is 
keeping the amateur radio clubs in the area aware of what we are doing and giving them a chance to 
participate. Bob K4Y XM reported that he is reviewing with his daughter, who is science coordinator 
for a school, the fourth and fifth grade work on electricity and magnetism to see if we can build a 
presentation around this so RARS can help with schools on science day. 


j. Repeater Chair (Karl W4CHX): Karl reported that the Bayleaf 444.425 repeater is ready to be 
installed and made operational. Work on the 145.130 repeater is finished and by mid-March will be 
moved to the RTP site. Work will then begin on the “64” machine. Danny has the cross link radios.
